I followed very tran- 
quilly, but wi h a guod deal of enthuslem, 
my naval.osreor, I obtained my first pro- 
motiona under guite normal conditions, 
working as hard as J could ; and I had only 


~". ene ambition—to aeoure promation by my 


labour, Porhaps I did dream of being one 
day s rear-a-imital, but that would take a 
very long time, fur they do not promote 
you rapidly in the Danish Navy. 

* Then, auddenly, just aa though it were 
merely a question of changing stations or 
embarking in @ new ship, they camo and 
asked me if f would be King of Norway. 
Wo are rather used to sudden orders in the 
navy. Still, thore was something in this 
that requirod much reflection.”

He has had 
nothing to learn in order to become Crown 
Prince. He had only to let bimself bo 
loved by the people and by everybody. For 
his father it is a more complicated businesa, 
They have to teach me my trade day by 
day.
